Hawaiian Monopoly Unhealthy 
By George Sokolsky 


Since 
the 
administration 
of

McKinley this govern­ 
ment has been fighting off mo­ 
nopolies with very little success 
because as the process of pro­ 
duction 
and 
distribution 
be­ 
comes 
more 
complicated, 
the 
initial 
capita! 
outlay 
becomes 
greater and the continuing cost 
of operations involves increasing 
ready capital. 
Furtherm ore, 
many 
monopo­ 
lies come into being in the Unit­ 
ed 
States 
through 
government 
subsidies winch give some enter­ 
prises an advantage which oth­ 
ers do not have 
Many corporations operate on 
what might be called a continu­ 
ous overdraft; that is, the> are 
always rn debt, not only to their 
stockholders 
which is a normal 
characteristic of private owner­ 
ship, 
but 
to banks, 
insurance 
companies, finance corporations 
and 
various 
types 
of 
factors. 
This really means that 
certain 
corporation* have the advantage 
of boing m em bers of a mutually 
supporting group that becomes 
politically powerful. 
The capitalist system cannot 
survive if either government or 
private monopolies exist rn suf­ 
ficient numbers and sue 
as 
to 
eliminate competition and there­ 
fore to lessen if not to deaden, 
the 
opportunity 
of 
new 
and 
smaller enterprises to come into 
existence 
The 
reduction 
of 
automobile 
m anufacturers, by 
bankruptcies 
and am algam ations, to four 
is 
not a wholesome process and no 
m atter what justifiable economic 
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reason there m ay be for this, in 
the sociology of the country it is 
unfortunate 
because 
monopoly 
must inevitably lead to 
social­ 
ism which is government owner­ 
ship and operation of the means 
of production, 
distribution 
and 
exchange. Socialism 
is 
monop­ 
oly. 
In studying the labor situation 
in Hawaii, I find that one of the
